The aquarium has now a remarkable 
cOllection of albino trout, including, 
from the state fish hatchery at Bath 
iour aibino lake trout, each twent) 
one or twenty-two inches in length 
and weighing about three pounds, and 
from the state fish hatchery at Cale 
donia twenty-nine albino lake trout 
running about twelve inches in length 
and weighing a pound and a half each, 
and one albino brown trout of about 
fifteen inches in length and about two 
pouns in weight. 

These albino trout, which are al! of 
a clear cream white, including their 
fins, with no color’about them except 
that of their characteristic bright ruby 
red eyes, are all remarkable, th:

In its natural coloring the lake trout 
shows on its upper body white or 
grayish spots on a brown background 
On these larger albino lake trout th: 
spots can be discerned, looking as very 
faint spots of the, same color but of 
a different weave would look in a 
woven fabric, but these spots show 
so faintly that they would never be 
noticed by one unfamiliar with this 
species and its markings.

No Easy Task Then. 

To entertain In those days when the 
world thrilleqg under the spell of the 
galaxy of men, whose names Madame 
Blessington mentioned, was no easy 
task. There was not as much paith 
in those days; there were not so many 
great fetes given by private individuals 
yet when we stop to think of those 
times, our mental pictures peo-

Never, never in those days, no mat- 
ter how young the hostess or how 
hoydenish, did novelists or biograph- 
ers acknowledge that their heroines 
did not know the forms of a dinner 
party. 

She knew almost from intuition that 
the host goes first with the lady hon- 
ored at dinner; then the other guests 
in the order designated, while the hos- 
tess knew what all well-informeg hos- 
tesses of today know, that the hostess 
goes in last with the gentleman whom 
she choses to honor. Thackeray de- 
clares in one of his novels that one of 
the mest serious moments in English 
life is the approach to the dinner 
party. 

With all the wit and conversation 
and even dramatic impersonations 
which were one of the fads of the day, 
nobody ever forgot to show deference 
to old age, and position, and distinc- 
tion, Which was probably the reason 
people: hag more time for grace. in 
inanner and bearing because they no- 
ticed more what elderly people did and 
drew from them. 

A Recent Incident. 

“Stop a moment and watch how that 
old gentleman bow's,” said a courtly 
southerner the other night at the,re- 
ception given by a group of distin- 
guished people here. The man he 
pointed out boasted more than 75 
years. I looked and it was charming 
to see his bearing. 

Receiving the men, the bow and 
clasp of the hand was friendly and in- 
dicated a dignified comradeship and 
when a lady approacheg the bow was 
more evident, more marked. He seem- 
ed to Jean forward lest he lose one 
gentle spoken word which might 
escape her Hps, and I Knew as I 
watched him he knew how to entertain 
and how to be entertained.

The Receiving Line. 

And now that this matter of public 
entertaining has so recently found ex- 
pression in Atlanta it cannot be amiss 
to complain that there are those in- 
considerate people who in a line where 
people are being formally presented 
stop to indulge in some personal con- 
versation. This obstructs the line. 
The guest of honor cannot without be- 
ingg rude pass the talker, the person do- 
ing the introducing dislikes to do so, 
ang it is only when the president of 
the Uniteg States is the guest that 
secret service officers are forgiven for 
saying gruffly “pass on.” 

A long receving line ig a bore at 
best, but when-one has to be, the 
sooner the guests pass on and are pre- 
sented the better, then there is op- 
portunity for conversation perhaps. 

This does not mean, however, that 
such stiffness and business-like pro- 
cedure is necessary that there is an 
abruptness apparent, and that it can't 
all be done gracefully, the guest of 
honor never being the one to take the 
initiative in passing people on.

This is no history, but a compilation 
from the newspazers and magazines of 
the north of 1869, in the heated condi- 
tions of those times, influencing the 
public mind against the south Itisa 
book calculated to do much harm to 
the youth of the country. The book 
will be read with avidity by the stu- 
dent searching for history, when there 
is no history in it. Slavery treated 
as one of the most horrible conditions, 
when it was really the happiest state 
of the negro: he has never seen such 
good times since he has been free; 
except in a few instances, his life dur- 
img slavery was the happiest condi- 
tion possible. The book to a great ex- 
tent perverts the truth, glorifies John 
Brown, the traitor, convicted of trea- 
son ahd murder and executed, creating 
a sentiment that is very harmful in an 
endeavor to search for the truth. 

The book is ably written, and per- 
baps a fair compilation from the news- 
papers, giving the sentiment of the 
people that were against us during 
that heated campaign. It makes it ap- 
pear that the civil war was for the 
abolition of slavery, when it was mere- 
ly the assertion of state rights, ac- 
corded by the constitution to each in- 
dividual state. 

Hon. Alexander H. Stephens was for 
the union, and did all in his power to 
prevent the secession of his state, yet 
this book makes him say, “Wherever 
the government is brought against us 
in hostile array, against me and mine. 
I am for disunion openly, boldly. fear- 
lessly, for revolution. When that day 
comes, if ever it does, ‘down with gov. 
ernment’ will be my motto and watch- 
word.” Mr. Stephens never said any- 
thing of the sort. 

We hope the book will have a small 
circulation in the south, especially ag 
a text-book for schools, as the author 
desires. It would injure the .minds of 
our ‘youth, who seek the truth, which 
they will never find in this book. 

The book will no doubt have a large 
circulation in the north.

THE COTTON HOLDING MOVEMENT. 


Can the south, by united action on part of every factor in 
its agricultural, economic, financial and commercial fabric, save 
‘several million dollars it is now in danger of losing because of the 
present price of cotton? 

The Fort Worth (Texas) Record, of which Clarence Ousley, a 
native Georgian, is editor, believes a conference of southern govern- 
ors, commissioners of agriculture, farmers, bankers and business 
tnen should at once be called to consider the question. Our con- 
temporary is corivinced that prompt action may be of enormous 
effect upon the present situation, and that it will certainly a 
‘the atmosphere regarding the future. 

The Constitution believes conditions are of sufficient moment, 
and the discrepancy between prices and demand sufficiently signifi- 
cant.to justify such an inquiry. Governor Colquitt, of Texas, is of 
the same opinion. He has called a conference for New Orleans dur- 
ing the latter part of October, and there have been liberal acceptances 
from governors, commissioners and southerners generally. 

The present situation, and a lesson from 1908, are recalled by 


The Record as follows: 

We are not given to calamity howling or to alarmist impressions, but we 
cannot think that the condition of the crop or the state of trade warrants 
the present downward trend which has already brought cotton prices close 
to the cost of production. We are mindful of the government’s estimate of 
18,800,000 bales—and we do not now question its approximate accuracy—but 
such a yield is easily demanded by the world’s consumption. 

In the fall of 1908, under the impact of a crop of 13,600,000 bales, cotton 
sola at 9 to 9% cents in the south, but six months later it was selling for 15 
to 16 cents. Are the speculators preparing to make another such killing? 

In the face of that experience and in view of the present tendency, does 
it not behoove the people of the south to exhaust their resources of mind, 
money and concerted action to prevent a similar raid upon their profits? 

The Record reviews the valorization plan by which the Brazil- 
ian government took control of the production of coffee in San 
Paulo, issued bonds and placed prices upon a higher basis, prevail- 
ing to this day. Our contemporary does not say that a similar plan 
should be adopted by the southern states, but points the advantage 
and at the same time the danger of a situation in which any re- 
stricted section is in control of a product fof which the demand 1s 
world-wide. 

The Constitution has upon several occasions commented upon 
Brazil’s valorization program in the same spirit as our contempo- 
rary, and as indicating that it was incumbent upon the southern 
states to take concerted action to market, and not sacrifice, the cot- 
ton crop. 

The conditions -prevailing today are largely the harvest of fail- 
ure to realize how invaluable is the south’s leading staple to civilt- 
zation, and the inauguration of means to market it throughout the 
year instead of in the helter-skelter fashion now obtaining. The 
state of Louisiana, for instance, has recently authorized the con- 
struction of bonded warehouses, open to state inspectors, in which 
shall be stored cotton from contiguous territory,.the warehouse 
certificates upon which shall be negotiable the world over, backed, 
as they would be, by the imprimatur of a sovereign state. 

As we understand the purport of the projected conference, it is 
to determine the exact status, investigating world demand and sup- 
nly, ascertaining whether the present low prices are justified, and 
working to the end of devising a remedy for the present situation, 
if that be possible. 

With such a program, The Constitution 1s in thorough accord. 
We have too long ignored the potentialities of the one American 
mnroduct upon which civilization is absolutely dependent. We have 
‘et market manipulation and ragged marketing mterfere with fair 
prices. We have witnessed the spectacle of the federal government, 
only last spring, interfering to save welching bear gamesters, but 
ignoring a situation in which the bear seems to be in the ascendant. 

A just price for cotton means, first, prospertty to the farmer, 
who has often enough been cheated of the fruits of his labor; it 
means, similarly, prosperity for the entire south. since the price at 
which cotton sells is still inseparably interwoven with the south’'s 
economic and financial and industrial fabric. By all means, let us

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VAGRANCY---A PARAMOUNT GEORGIA ISSUE. 


Vagrancy has come to this pass in Georgia—is the vagrant to, 


defy the state, or is the state to control the vagrant? 

The problem has grown state-wide. It is confined to mo sec- 
tion or occupation. It takes toll of agriculture and of occupations 
innumerable in the cities. 

For instance, at the recent session of the board of police com- 

missioners in Atlanta evidence was abundant, from the commis- 
sioners and from complaints submitted by citizens in general, that 
the question has reached an acute stage. 
_ One dray running where ten should have been; laundriés em- 
barrassed in their business; freight houses, railroads generally, ho- 
tels, contractors and the usual employers of labor at a standstill, 
with work piled up and negroes, and a few white men, refusibg 
well-paid employment. | 

That is the situation in, Atlanta, the capital of the state. It 
is similarly aggravated in other cities, in small towns and, as closely 
touching the farming problem, in the country. districts. 

For the past several weeks it has been the testimony of farm- 
ers that with fields bursting with cotton and high wages offered, 
labor was missing, or so worthless and intermittent as to offer no 
relief to the situation. 

Moultrie, Augusta, Atlanta and other large and small com- 
munities have taken steps to drive the vagrant to work, but the 
undertaking has been attended with but indifferent success. 

What is needed is a state-wide campaign, since the evil has 
become state-wide. 

We are forgetting the Calvin vagrancy law, w hich. offers ample 
means for reaching the loafing class. It puts the burden of proot 
on the vagrant. It provides for an active, not a passive, enforce- 
ment. It stipulates that officers shall go out and apprehend all 
those suspected of vagrancy, and bringing them before the quali- 


(fied tribunal, compel them to establish their claims to bona fide 


occupation. ‘ 

The problem has been slurred over and dabbled at long enough. 
Menacing, at it does, a large part of the state’s activities and of- 
fering a prolific breeding ground for the crime rate, the authorities 
the state over should grapple with it without delay and without 
temporizing. 

Leniency has been tried. Moral suasion has been exhausted. 
What is now urgently required is the strong hand of the law, ap- 
plied without let or pause until it has become a principle fixed in 
Georgia that the man who will not work when work offers must 
go to jail or do time on the public works. 


THE TANGIBLE VALUE OF POETRY. 


“Poetry has as practical a value as vaccination,’ was the verdict 
recently expressed by the Rev. Dr. E. Y. Mullins, president of the 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, before a literary club in 
Louisville, Ky. Dr. Mullins elaborated his theme by declaring that 
since the reading of poetry required relaxation and entire change of 


mental viewpoint, it was an excellent antidote to the commercialism 


of which many students of American life make complaint. 


There are sound reasoning and the experience of many thought- 
ful men and women back of the observations of Dr. Mullins. His 
theory might, however, be amplified to include liberal reading of all 
descriptions, barring a certain variety of the light fiction with which 
the alleged literature of the-age ts so plentifully supplied. 

One could not, for instance, conscientiously negotiate an evening 
with any of the classics selected by Dr. Eliot and retain the impetu- 
osity and the recklessness that seem so inseparably associated with 
the conduct of business in America. And it would be similarly 1m- 
possible to imagine a business man spending a quiet session with 
Shakespeare, digesting as he read, or with Tennyson, or Swinburne, 
or Sidney Lanier, without coming back from the experience with an 
entirely new mental atmosphere. 

But recognition of this fact and widespread use of it to combat the 
scurrying tendencies of the day are different matters. For instance, 
the specialist in nervous diseases can diagnose a complaint and pre- 
scribe the remedy, but he cannot force it down his patient's throat 
or compel him to alter the harmful daily program. 

For poetry and sound literature to discharge their most valuable 
functions to men and women, it is necessary that there be constant 
education, not onlv of the younger generation, but as well of the 
generation dominantly in control of the world’s activities. Already 
there are encouraging evidences that the leaven is at work.

The American Home

Interesting Interview With 
Rev. W. W. Memminger, 
Former Frohman Star, 
Now Pastor of Atlanta 
Church. 


That the drama is capable of being 
1 great force for the moral and eth- 
ical uplift of the people, and, as such 
should receive the hearty \support and 
co-operation of the church, is the 
opinion of Rev. W. W. Memminger, 
who, as the present pastor of All 
“aints’ Episcopal church, and a former 
player behind the footlights, is quali- 
fied to see clearly both sides of this 
subject. 

In consequence of these views, al! 
the actor folk find a ready welcome 
awaiting them from the pastor of All 
Saints. He has a high regard for 
them and a deep sympathy, and wants 
them to feel at home in his church. He 


, intends, shortly, to place notices in al! 


the theaters of the city inviting the | 
transient players to attend the services | 
at All Saints. 

“It is not consistent with the spirit | 
of Christianity for the churches to de- 
nounce the stage and to talk continu- 
ally about its immorality,” says he. , 
“They could be much better engaged 
in using their influence to put the 
drama on a higher plane. In my opin- 
ion, the church and the drama should 
be the two most potent factors in the 
work for the betterment of mankind. 

“The drama should be the truest 
form of a people’s expression. It was 
so with the Greeks, with the Hindus 
and even in China. It ig more or less 
s0 with modern countries with the ex- 
ception of America. There can be po 
doubt but that on the American stage 
an unfortunate state of affairs pre- 
vails.’”’ 

His Career as an Actor, 

Dr. Memminger then told of his ca- 
reer aS an actor, and of the conditions 
he found existing in the American 
drama which were largely instru- 
mental in influencing him to give up 
that life for the ministry. 

“Even while studying in the dra- 
matic school,” he said, “I had the de- 
Sire to be a minister. I continued my 
studies, however, and after graduation 
played parts for three years under Be- 
lasco and Frohman. I soon became 
dissatisfied, as I found that the drama 
was ruled by commercialism. The 
great possibdlities of the drama were 
of secondary importange, compared 
to welfare of the box office. 

“I talked the matter over with 
older actors, and they agreed with me, 
that there was little inducement in the 
life to induce a man to devote his life 
to perfect himself in the,art of acting; 
that his best efforts most often passed 
unappreciated and unrewarded,. and 
that there seemed to be very little in- 
Clination on the part of the managers 
to develop the stage into what it 
might be, a mighty force for the meli- 
oration of the people. Many advised 
me to give up the stage at the first 
opportunity, and I did soe, engaging in 
busines for four Years while study- 
ing for the ministry. My present pro- 
fession I find much more purposeful 
and satisfying. 

“I do not regret my life on the 
stage, however, and find that it is a 
great help to me in my present work. 

“tT find support for my ideas about 
the stage in Dr. William N. Guthrie, 
who has recently accepted a call to a 
New York church, where he wil] de- 
vote himself largely to the work of 
furthering the moral and ethical sides 
of the drama. He is editor of The 
Drama Quarterly, a periodical backed 
by a number of men who have the in- 
terests of the American stage at heart, 
and are trying to advance it morally 
and artistically The magazine is not 
a money-making venture, but an effort 
to divorce commercialism from the 
stage and give it an opportunity to 
develop as it should and undoubtedly 
will. if this element is elimineted. 
America has no national drama, and 
will not have until the box office and 
the stage are separated.” 

Praises “Chocolate Soldier.”’ 

Dr. Memminger does not contend 
that all the productions of the present 
harmful. He was warm in his 
of “The Chocolate Soldier,” but 
not say aS much for some of 
the other musical comedies that have 
been played in Atlanta recently. In 
fact, when he learned that an effort 
was being made to induce the school 
children to attend a show of a de- 
cidedly risque character he called 
upon the superintendent of schools and 
urged him to use his influence to keep 
the children away. 

The cultivation of a higher taste 
dmong theatergoers. will be the ulti- 
mate solution of the problem, Dr. Mem- 
minger thinks. Plays by Ibsen, Mae- 
terlink and Shakespeare will find ready 
audiences if the people are, first taught 
to appreciate the fine things in dra- 
art. He does not object to Ib- 
sen’s plays, aS he thinks that the 
graver side of life has its place in 
dramatic presentations as well as the 
merrier, more showy side. 

An organization that is doing great 
good in the work of elevating the 
stage is the Drama League of America, 
says Dr. Memminger. This body,, or- 
ganized a few years ago in Chicago 
with 5,000 members, does all in its 
power to further the success of pro- 
ductions. which the league members 
eonsider worthy of patronage. If a 
show comes up to the mark, favorable | 
criticisms are written and sent to 
other cities at which the play will later! 
produced, As these criticisms are} 
actuated only by desire to propagate 
good shows and not by any commer- 
cial interest, they bear great weight 
with the recipient. The Drama League 
has grown rapidly and now has 
branches in most of the big cities. Dr. | 
Memminger thinks that a similar |

social workers, and they report this 
fall to have reached 124 different com- 
panies, numbering 20,700 persons. 
Union and army at first sent out 
preachers, but of late they train youne 
people in Christian and social work 
and encourage them to go out as hop 
pickers. Thus while they pick hops 
and earn money for themselves, they 
discuss with other pickers elevating 
topics, in some cases use illustrations 
from the gospels, At night they em- 
Ploy stereopticons, sometimes curtains 
strung up between hop poles, organize 
Classes in singing. and distribute Gos- 
pel pictures to decorate vans in which 
the pickers live. 

Hours of work of these pickers are 
6 a. m. to 6 p. m. and the work is hard. 
In hop yards in these shires at least 
40,000 persons, some of them of very 
questionable types, are at work for 
three to four weeks, living in unusual 
conditions in vans and tents. Men and 
women se6én once around hop bins are 
rarely segn again, but the police say 
that the missions to the hop pickers 
have much improved behavior and de- 
creased arrests during the last four 
years. Since many of the Christian 
workers themselves pick hops and pay 
thefr way, much religious work !{s ac- 
complished on a budget of about §6,000 
a season. 
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GROWING WORK FOR 
DEPENDENT PEOPLES 


The American Missionary Association, 
a Congregational home agency. hav- 
ing work among Indians, Esquimaux, 
negroes; the Hawaiians, and others, 
has just ended its financial year with 
receipts of $412,685, an increase over 
last year of $28,000. From living giv- 
ers the income was $222,682, an in- 
crease for the year from these givers 
of $22,587. The ineonfe of the associa- 
tion just ten years ago was $351,000, 
aS against $412,000 this last year, and 
from living givers $163,000 a decade 
ago, against $222,000 in 1911.

NEW ORGANIZATION OF TEXAS RANGERS 
UNIQUE IN MILITARY FORCES OF U. S. 


Congress- | 
Professors, and by | 
hundreds of tormer patients as a high} 
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Austin, Texas, October 14.—(Special.) 
Groups of big-hatted, bronze-faced 
men with clanking spurs set upon the 
heels of their high-topped, close-fitting 
boots are gathered about the pictur- 
esque headquarters of Captain John R. 
Hughes these times. One man after 
the other comes out of the tent where 
a veritable inquisatorial has been go- 
ing on for several days. 

“I guess I'll have to change pas- 
tures, get in on a new deal all ’round 
ang travel with a different herd if I 
ever sign up with this outfit,” said one 
Strapping fellow as he wiped the per- 
spiration from his brow after going 
through the ordeal on the inside of the 
tent. Many other men are having 
the same experience. 

Captain Hughes, who has been in 
the Texas ranger service for more 
than a quarter of a century, is setting 
a new standard for the men who are 
to make up that military branch of the 
States He is charged with picking the 
recruits that are to comprise the two 
additional companies which are to 
belong jointly to the state and federal 
£overnments. 

This promises to be an unique mlli- 
tary co-partnership on the part of 
Texas and the Uniteg States. It was 
authorized by President Taft and it is 
understood due ratification of the ar- 
rangement has been made by the war 
department. It grew out of the neces- 
sity of providing the people of the 
Texas’ border with better protection 
from the depredations of Mexican out- 
laws, who, during the last few months, 
have taken ’advantage of the unsettled 
conditions in the sister republic to go 
back to their old vocation of living off 
the unprotected ranches on this side of 
the international boundary stream. 

This condition found Governor Col- 
quitt wholly unprepared to cope with 
it. He went into office nearly a year 
ago, deeply .prejudiced against the 
State rangers and had publicly an- 
nounced his purpose to abolish the 
service. He did reduce it to one com- 
pany and caused such meager appro- 
priations to be made for the depart- 
ment that when the border troubles 
began to manifest themselves the state 
was unprepared to successfully assert 
itself against the outlaws, 

It being an international menace, 
why not have the federal government 
co-operate with the state in this pro- 
tection of American citizens and prop- 
erty owners? argued Mr. Colquitt. 
This was the view he presented to 
President Taft personally when they 
had their recent conference on the 
subjeét at Hutchison, Kan. The presi- 
dent readily consenteg to join hands 
with Texas in increasing the force of 
rangers, he pledging the United States 
government to pay the additional cost 
of maintaining the picturesque and 
daring border patrol that will soon 
begin active service.

Another 
thing, it was pot a great many years 
ago when Playing poker and gambling 
of all sorts were the chief amusements 
and delights of the Texas rangers. But 
a new era has dawned and gambling 
is now absolutely prohibited on the 
part of the men who comprise the 
ranger force. They are not permitted 
to do it even in the secure precincts 
of their remote border camps, removed, 
perhaps, a hundred miles or more from 
the faintest resemblance of civilization. 

“Do you gamble?” asked Captain 
Hughes, The man very likely will 
study a moment, uncertain as to wheth- 
er to give a truthful answer or evade 
the question. The searching eyes of 
the sturdy questioner are upon him. 
Truth can only fall from the appi'- 
cant’s lips. 

“Yes,” he admits in undisguised tre- 
predation, “I do play poker some- 
times.” 

With Captain Hughes there is no 
temporizing when it comes to dealing 
with men who even at odd times and 
at long intervals indulge in gambling. 
The applicant is turned down with the 
quick decision that was-applied to the 
man who drank. But if the question

We were, therefore, under no obli- 
gation whatever to make any such 
affidavit as is referred to in the repert 
sent from Locust Grove. Some time 
after the contract was signed a com- 
munication was addressed to the Riv- 
erside manager by the Locust Grove 
manager, asking if he would certify 
that all of the Riverside men were 
paying full rates. The Riverside man- 
ager did not consider it, under the con- 
tract, any business of the Locust 
Grove people, and did not answer the 
communication at all. Locust Grove 
Played the game without any protest, 
and only after their defeat was any 
complaint heard. 

Now, while we do not concede Lo- 
cust Grove the right under the circum- 
I wish 
to state voluntarily that Riverside does 
not claim, and has never claimed, that 
all of its football men pay ful] tuition. 
We have nothing whatever to cohceal 
in that matter. 

It has been my pleasure and privi- 
lege, both as president of Brenau col- 
lege and more recently also as presi- 
dent of Riverside to assist many am- 
bitious students to secure an educa- 
tion. The amount of this assistance 
has varied from a nominal sum to all 
expenses for the college course for 
two and even three years. 

In some instances the student has 
been able to render the school some 
service in return for the help; in some 
cases the obligation has been repaid 
after many years; and in some cases 
I have received only thanks and ap- 
preciation. But in nearly every case I 
have had the satisfaction of feeling 
that my efforts were well directed, 

I can speak with less embarrassment 
of efforts to assist ambitious students 
because I think it is true that very 
nearly every college president has 
been similarly responsive to the nu- 
merous calls that are made of this 
character. There are at Brenau about 
twenty-five girls and at Riverside per- 
haps ten boys who are being helped in 
greater or less degree. It happens that 
some of the number play football. But 
since when has football become a game 
merely for the rich? Shall a student 
who has been assisted by a schoo] not 
be permitted to represent the school 
in athletic sports. This would be both 
unjust and absurd—unjust because 
both the student and the school are 
entitled to the. most creditable show- 
ing which they can make; absurd be- 
cause the amount a student pays for 
tuition has no more to do with his 
character as a genuine student than 
the number of fingers and toes posses- 
sed by his great-grandfather. 

This question, whether tn the col- 
lege or in preparatory school, is not 
going to be settled from the financial 
standpoint, and the sooner the author- 
ities come to understand this the bet- 
ter it is going to be for the morals of 
all concerned. 

I do not profess to have any intl- 
mate knowledge on the subject, but it 
seems to be commonly understood that 
practically every college team, not to

“RACING POPULAR IN ENGLAND |CYCLONE WRE 


New York, October 14,—(SpecialL)— 
Whatever may be thought of racing In 
America there is no doubt of its popu- 
Jarity in England. 

During the recent four days of rac- 
ing at Doncaster it is estimated that 
the railway passengers alone equaled 
the population of Sheffield or Leeda, 
but in addition there are the many 
thousands who come by road.

for depreciation and stands, and £6,102 
interest on the value of the stands, 
and transferred to the borough fund 
£4,898. The total capital expenditure 
on the racecourse and stands is set 
down at £131,650.

History of the Walsh Case. 

A chronological history of the case 
follows: 

December 16, 1905—The Chicago Na- 
tional Bank, of which Walsh was pres- 
ident, was closed. 

January 18, 1907—Walsh indicted on 
182 counts charging him with miscon- 
duct in managing the finances of the 
bank, 

November 123, 1907—Trial of Walsh 
began in the United Stateg district! 
court at Chicago. 

November 20, 1907—Federal prosecu- 
tors charged that approximately two 
million dollars illegally were trans- 
ferred by Walsh from the bank te the 
co-officers of his railroad enterprises. 

January 18, 1908—Walsh was convict- 
ed. Under the law the penalty was not 
less than five years’ imprisonment. 

March 138, 1908—New trial denied. 

March 13, 1908—Walsh sentenced by 
Fetieral Judge Anderson to five years’ 
imprisonment.

New Orleans, October 14.—According 
to Father Franckhauser, of Loyola 
College, slight tremors and earth 
Shocks which have been recorded on 
the seismograph at that institution 
since October 12, che beleves to be the 
forerunners of a more serious quake, 
probably of a destructive character, 
which will likely occur within the next 
few days.

New York, October 14.—(Special.)— 
The Rev. Charlies F. Hubbard, of. Garri- 
son, Col., distinguished himself today 
by holding up the Atlantic transport 
liner Minnehaha for something like a 
quarter of an hour. 

When the hour for sailing arrived it 
was discovered that Mr. Hubbard, who, 
with his wife, were on the passenger 
list, was missing. The baggage of Mr. 
Hubbard's party was heaped upon the 
deck, so that it could be quickly 
rushed ashore, and the wife was on the 
verge of tears. The minister had all 
the tickets.

At the expiration of ten minutes the 
Rev. Mr. Hubbard, who is hardly mid- 
dle-aged, came walking leisurely down 
the pier, erect and nonchalantly, not @ 
bit flustered, with his coat over his 
arm. 

Porters and stewards seized him and 
began to push him along, but he in-

with a friend. He was shoved aboard, 
where, presumably, he did some ex- - 
Plaining to Mrs. Hiubbard, who is rath- 
er young and handsome.

Nation of Marksmen. 

Every man in the peaceful and demoee- 
cratic country of Switzerland is a gol- 
dier in a modest way. The able-bodied 
Swiss enters the army at 20 years of 
age and serves “sixty-five days in his 
first year. For the next twelve years 
he trains for three weeks every alter- 
nate year. At 32 he enters the Land- 
wehr, and has eight to ten days under 
arms every fourth year until, at 60, 
he retires, and is required to furnish 
no further service except in case of 


war. 

What the Swiss militiaman lacks in 
military orthodoxy he far more than 
makes up by skill with the rifle. It is 
not too much to call the Swiss-eenation 
of marksmen. The training perlods 
are occupied only with drilland tactics; 
the all-important matter of shooting 
is left to the individual soldier to carry 
Out gt other times, ang he does it un- 
der the auspices of the shooting so-. 
cleties which are such a feature of 
Swiss life. 

These societies under movernment 
contro! are called Schutzengesellschaf- 
ten in the Germ&n and Socletle de Tir 
in the French cantons. They are yvol- 
untary associations, varying in size 
and importance with the town or vil- 
lage they serve. Those in the larger 
towns possesss completely fitted 
ranges and club houses; the small vil- 
lages do their shooting in any field 
backed by a suitable hill. Every peas- 
ant and townsman has easy facilities 
for shooting and each man has his 
service rifle aiways in his possession. 

Every man between the ages of 36 
and 32 must fire thirty-two shots In 
four compulsory exercises every year, 
ang the societies receive a grant of two 
francs for every soldier shooting thig 
course on the'r ranges. The income 
derived from the grants generally guf- 
fices for the current expenses of the 
society, supply of targets and pay of 
marker. There is no entrance fee nor 
subscription ag a rule, and heavy @x- 
penditure, such as that incurred by 
the construction of new ranges, is met 
by a special grant from the govern- 
ment. Rules as to spectators, methods 
ef loading and conduct on the ranges 
are stringent. Loss of grant is in- 
curred by any breach or neglect of 
regulations, 

In addition to these exercises 
competitions are hela 
ent villages, towns 
summer the trains and streams are 
crowded with jovial bands of marks- 
men going to and from their shooting 
festivals. The whole system of Swiss 
shooting is a go0d example of ¢0- 
operation between government ang ip- 
dividual. Every Switzer has his army 
rifle; he can use it when and where he 
will, provided he does not endanger 
other lives; he is insured by his gov- 
ernment against all accidents on the 
ranges, and through his society he can 
secure the services of qualified mill- 
tary officers to organize and control 
his shooting. By treating rifle shoot- 
ing as a sport, and it is as popular as 
baseball or football with us and far 
more generally practiced, the Swiss 
have removed it from its usual warlike 
associations, but should occasion arise, 
that which has been learned in sport 
woulg be used in earnest.

trom the nrst the Atlanta Woman's 
Club has stood for conservatism, fed- 
eration, democracy, service. Conserva- 
tive in every move which it has made, 
weighing carefully beforehand each 
step, the club has won ang retained the 
confidence of the community. 


Federation and Democracy. 


In union there is strength. The At- 
lanta Woman's Club early recognized 
this and one of the first moves of the 
infant organization was to join the 
state and general federation. One wom- 
an alone may not be able to accomplish 
all she wishes, but, 90,000 women pull- 
ing together can succeed in anything 
which they undertake. Judge Ben 
Lindsey, of Coforado, says that most of 
the great reforms which have been ac- 
complisheq in the Uniteqa States have 
been the work of the Federation of 
Woman's Clubs. Shortly after joining 
the state and general federation came 
the effort to cement the clubs of Atlan- 
ta into a city federation. There are 
now 75 clubs in this federation, each 
doing individual work, but all joining 
in the general altruistic and civic work 
vlianned by the city, state and general 
federation, thus making a mighty force 
for good. 

The Atlanta Woman's Club has from 
the first stood for democracy and today 
under the leadership of the president, 
Mrs. W. Woods White, this spirit is as 
strong as ever. The work of the club 
is so absorbing and far-reaching that 
questions of social position, wealth and 
tashion are simply crowded from the 
platform, but “dear lady” non-mem- 
ber, if you want self-improvement, we 
offer it. If you want to work for oth- 
ers there js enough to satisfy your ut- 


most imagining. Someone asked a 
bright club member if there was no 
struggle for office in'the Atlanta Wom. 
an’s club, to which she answered? 
promptly, “Why, there is so much hard 
work connected with every office that 
the office seeks the woman instead of 
the woman seeking the office.” 

Thus the Atlanta Woman's club is a 
democratic organization and the only 
aristocracy is that of honest effort. 


Secial Service. 


The Atlanta Woman’s Club -has 39 
standing committees or “sections.” 
Some for business, some for self-im- 
provement and some for purely altru- 


istic work. In these last the club as a 
whole has always taken active interest. 

Several of these demand especial 
mention—the Library committee, which 
collects each year large numbers of 
books and magazines ang distributes 
them in schools and homes too poor to 
buy such things themeselves; the Kin- 
dergarten committee. which is doing 
such ‘splendid work in establishing 
and caring for free kindergartens; the 
Educational committee which inaugu- 
rated the industrial department of the 
Marion Smith school at Hapeville and 
maintaineg it until taken over by the 
countv.

Chicago, October 14.—A _ resolution 
demanding a comprehensive solution of 
deep waterways as a solution ‘of high 
cost of living was adopted at the clos- 
ing session of the sixth annual con- 
vention of the Lakes-to-the-Guif Deep 
Waterways convention. 

A committee of ten will be .chosen: 
from each state to obtain pledges for’ 
state legislation, congressmen and Unie: 
ted States senators to support water- 
way legislation. 

The fstlowing from Champ Clark was 
read at the opening session by FPresi- 
dent Kavanaugh: 

“No such magnificent system. of 
Waterways was ever vouchsafed any 
other people, ani no other people 
would have neglected them so shame- 
fully. If the Missouri and the Missis-' 
sippi belonged to any European power! 
they would have long since been navi- 
gable in fact as well as in theory, the! 
Mississippi from the gulf to the falls 
of St. Anthony: the Missouri from its! 
mouth to Fort Benton. 

“I strongly favor a comprehensive or 
adequate system of waterway trans- 
portation, and beth in and out of con- 
&ress will so far as in me lies con- 
tribute whatever influence I possess tv 
favor such a system.”

The Care of House Plants—No. 6

HE Araucoria excelsa, or Nor- 
folk Island pine, is becom- 
ing better known as 4a 

plant for home decoration. It 
has an evergreen foliage that 
somewhat resembles the hem- 
lock. its “needles” are plentiful 
and -’ a very dark green color. The 
branches are produced in whorls. 
Symmetry characterizes it in all 
stages of its growth. A young plant 
is a perfect tree in miniature. It

is sometimes called the Star pine 
because of its star-shaped whorls 
of branches. This plant needs a 
rich sandy loam. Water moderately 
and shower frequently. as the red 
epider is ite worst enemy. 

The Pandanus utilis, or screw 
pine, adapts itself to living-room 
culture, but care must be taken to 
prevent water from collecting in its 
centre or decay will soon set in. 
In showering be sure to lay the 
plant on its side so that no water 
will run down its leaves to the 
heart. Each leaf bas sharp teeth 
along its edges. and some varieties 
are beautifully striped. zreen and 
white. The Pandanus should not 
be kept far from the light. and 
should always be in a moderately 
warm room. 

For halls and places where there 
is little Hight the Queen Victoria 
agave brings geod results. It has 
a long, thick foliage of a pale green 
bordered with yellow. A _ year-old 
plant will often have twenty or 
thirty leaves two or three feet in 
length. It will stand considerable 
negiect and hard usage, but is ap- 
preciative of good care, like all plant 
life. 

The English tvy is very easy to 
grow, and may droop gracefully or 
be trained to grow in a circle. The 
latter often makes the most deco- 
rative plant for house culture. Un- 
less used ir hanging baskets, pin 
the trailing branches to the earth 
with hairpins, and as the plant 
grows train it to follow the edge of 
the pot until it becomes quite a 
large plant. 

Geraniums that have become 
ecraggly during the Winter should 
be cut down in early Spring, and 
they will soon burst forth in strong 
foliage and be ready for early bloom- 
ing. They require a moderately rich 
soil and plenty of water and sun- 
ehine 

An old plano lamp standard 
makes an effective plant stand, espe 
clally appropriate for ferns or tvy. 

Plants may be sprinkled without 
moving by taking a large square of 
heavy paper or ollcloth, cutting a 
round hole in the centre and making 
.a slit from one edge to the hole. 
Slip this around the roots of the 
plant, and if the shield is large 
enough the shelf or stand will be 
kept dry when sprinkling is done.

TRIBUTE TO A. O. M. GAY 


In the death of A. O M. Gay, which | 
occurred on Tuesday last Atlanta lost 
one of its oldest citizens, while th: 
state of Georgia and the south were 
deprived of one of their most loyal and 
devoted sons. Although Mr. Gay was 
one of ‘the pioneer merchants of At- 
lanta and a man of highest business 
integrity his health had forced his re- 
tirement from active commercial life 
some years ago and therefore, it is as 
a husband, a father and a friend that 
he will be most. lamented and most 
keenly missed. Few men could count a 
larger number of devoted personal ad- 
mirers than could Mr. Gay. This fact 
was amply testified to at the First 
Methodist church on Wednesday after- 
noon, October 11, when the simple but 
impressive funeral services were hela 
The Rev. Mr. Wiggins, pastor of the 
church directed the services, but beau- 
tiful addresses were delivered by Kev. 
Mr. Robbins and Rev. W. F.Gienn, both 
former pastors of the First Methodist 
church and both close personal friends 
of Mr. Gay. 

The address of Dr. Glenn, however, 
holds a peculiar interest for the many 
friends of Mr. Gay, because Dr. Glenn 
was a life long friend, a college mate, 
and also a beloved pastor of the de- 
ceased. It is at the urgent request of 
these friends that Dr. Glenn’s address 
is given here for it forms a more fit- 
ting memorial to Mr. Gay than could 
be framed by one less intimately as- 
sociated with the subject. 

Dr. Glenn’s Address. 


Dr. Glenn spoke as follows: 


“Amid the many wonderful things in 
the Bible few are more striking than 
the characterizations of men and wom- 
en so beautifully and forcibly set 
forth there. When I heard of the de- 
parture of Brother A. O. M. Gay my 
mind immediately reverted to the Fif- 
teenth Psalm. The answer to the great 
questions there expressed the life and 
character of this good man more ac- 
curately and perfectly than anything ! 
could say. Let me read it for you: 

‘Lord who shall abide in Thy Tab- 
ernacle?”—Who, indeed, if not he? 

“Lord, who shall dwell in Thy holy 
hill?”?—Who., if not he? 

“‘He that walketh uprightly, 
eth righteousness and speaketh 
trugh in his heart. : 

“‘He that backbiteth not with his 
tongue, nor doeth evil to his neighbor, 
nor taketh up a reproach against his 
neighbor.’ 

“ ‘In whose eyes a vile person is con- 
temned: but he honoreth them that fear 
the Lord. He that sweareth to his own 
hurt and changeth not. 

“‘He that putteth not his;money to 
usury nor taketh reward against the 
innocent. He that doeth these things 
shall never be moved.’

“You remember that the tabernacle 
was a type of the church of God On 
earth, the moving and militant 
church: the temple on the holy hill 
was the type of the church above. The 
question then is, Lord, who is the real 
member of Thy church, Thy kingdom 
on earth, and will dwell forever with 
Thee in heaven?
